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ORCHARD DOTS FROM THE
COUNTY AGENT

How about that orchard, Mr. Far-
mer? If you have an orchard now
is the time to see about spraying and
pruning. If you hav'nt an orchard
now is the time also to see about set-
ting out one. Fractically every far-
mer in Fairfield County can have at
least a small orchard bearing excell-
ent fruit if he will only make up his
mind to do so. The failures of most
of the orchards in the county are due
to lack of attention. The time to
control the scale and brown rot that
Kills most of our peach and plum
trees is during the winter months.
The way to do this is to spray with |

er. Where trees are badly infested
two spravings should be made, one
now and another about the first of
Feburary. Remember that you can't
do 2 good job of spraying unless you
have a good barrel spray pump, so
vou should see about getting a good
pump and also order your lime sul-
phur at once.

Good pruning which is absolutely
necessary should be done before
spraying, as it is useless to spray
dead wood and branches that should
be cut out. One reason that most

farmers fail to prune more is that
they have not suitable tools for prun-
ing. Every farmer should have a
good pair of lopping shears and a
pair of hand shears.

If your old orchard is about gone
you should lose no time in seeing a-
bout setting out another one. All
you will have to do is to get in touch
with vour County Agent and he will
select the right varieties for you, tell
vou where you can get good trees at
a reasonable price, and also instruct
you how te set them out.

If you can’t get the use of a bar-
rel spray pump, get vour neighbors
